The Supreme Court of the United States has cleared 
up a muddled situation of Ion« standing: whether the 
lab or-union b astes or the government should take pre­ 
cedence in a knock-down-drag-out fight 
Tiie court's decision in the case 
of 
the 
United 
States of America vs. the United Mine Workers of 
America is in favor of the government. ThLs estab ­ 
lish s a post-N**w Dial precedent. Apparently, there 
have b een some changes made. 
Two things in the court's majority reasoning are 
noted with relish One is the relationship ob served b e­ 
tween the United Mine Workers and John L. Lewis, its 
dictatorial executive. The union, declares the court, 
cannot dissociate itself from Its executive In legal re­ 
sponsib ility Mr. Lewis acted in contempt of court 
when he b reached the union’s contract with the gov­ 
ernment. The union, b y acting on his illegal decision 
to b reach Die contract and b y ob eying orders, also 
showed contempt of court. T hat kind of reasoning ap­ 
plied widely enough would put memb ers of unions on 
guard against high-riding executives. 
The other point of court reasoning with far-reach­ 
ing effect is reliance on congressional Intent in pass­ 
ing the Norrls-LaOuardia b ill to limit federal court 
injunction In lab or disputes. Chief Justice Vinson was 
in the House of Representatives when the b ill was 
paw fd 15 years ago this month. He knew that Con­ 
gress never intended to b ar the sovereign power from 
protection against its own employes—miners, in this 
case. The House deb ate showed clearly that this never 
was the intent of the b ib , thereb y knocking the props 
from under the United Mine Workers defense.

Lewis still owes his $10,000 fine for Imagining he was 
b igger than the government. His union owes $700,000,

OP Addendum 
In closing the b ooks on OPA, a stroke of pub lic b us­ 
iness now scheduled to take place next June 30, if not 
sooner, Congress should sj>are a few hundred thousand 
dollars for a final study of 
tha t 
wartime 
agency’s 
work. A committee of economists and perhaps politi­ 
cal scientists should review Its record and make rec­ 
ommendations for Improvement in the event price 
and profit control should b ecome necessary again. 
ThLs was the federal government’s most amb itious 
experiment in economic regimentation. It worked ex- 
tm nely well during *he war. But as soon as the com­ 
pulsion of wartime patriotism was removed, OPA b e­ 
gan to repeat the experience of price and profit con­ 
trol In other countries. Black m arkets sprang up. Pro­ 
duction and distrib ution were handicapped b y exist­ 
ence of parrallel systems, one legal, one illegal. Tech­ 
nically, thousands of tradesm en, suppliers, m anufac­ 
turers and consumers conducted their affairs In viola­ 
tion of law All these things occurred, were noted and 
b uried somewhere in the officiul records. They would 
b e of great b enefit If interpreted as b asic American ex­ 
perience with economic regim entation. In fact, they 
could b e shoved down the throats of tho Americans 
who will start hollering for statisin when the war 
b oom finally b urns Itself out and the grim realities of 
competitive free enterprise come Into focus agon. 


Rabbiis In Charge of Lettuce 
Van A. Bittner, whose prestige in C I O. gives him 
the right to talk for tha t organization, has a novel 
idea ab out lab or legislation. 
“Men who know 
nothing 
ab out a 
proposition 
shouldn't deal with it,’’ he inform ed tiro 25 memb ers 
of the lab or committee of the House of R epresenta­ 
tives, a fter charging that none of them so m uch as 
knew w hat he wax talking ab out in any discussion of 
lab or legislation. In short, Congress should leave lab or 
laws to lab or leaders. 
This was considerab ly more than a studied Insult 
to the memb ers of a congressional committee. It was 
an admission b y a front-rank lab or leader that he and 
many other lab or leaders consider themselves and 
their organizations to b e ab ove and b eyond congres­ 
sional control. There would b e only one exception—-If 
tlie control were to b e exercised b y persons responsi­ 
b le solely to the unions 
By the same lule, congressm en who w eren't b usi­ 
nessmen couldn't legislate in the field of b usiness. Mr. 
B ittner w ants to put rab b its in charge of the lettuce, 
b ecause rab b its know all ab out lettuce.
